INFORMAL  DECORATIVE  (I.  D.)— D  ouble  flowers,  full  to 
the  centre,  usually  with  long,  twisted  petals,  and  often  ir¬ 
regular  in  arrangement. 

FORMAL  DECORATIVE  (F.  D.)— Double  fl  owers,  full  to 
the  center,  usually  with  broad,  flat  petals,  often  rounded  at 
the  tips,  and  regular  in  arrangement. 

CACTUS  (C.) — Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center,  with 
long,  narrow,  pointed  petals,  incurved,  recurved  or  straight, 
but  rolled  more  than  half  their  length. 

SEMI-CACTUS  (S.  C.)— Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center, 
with  coarse,  twisted  petals,  usually  somewhat  incurved,  and 
rolled  ordinarily  less  than  half  their  length.
